Longacre, Jr. et al. (US 5,591,956) discloses a two dimensional data recording 

structure having various data indicating position and orientation, etc., Kricheveret al. 
(US 5.591,952) discloses a barcode reader reading two dimensional barcode having 
directional data therein. However, Longacre, Jr. et al. And Krichever et al. taken alone 
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or combination, fails to specifically teach or fairly suggest that the system comprises 
vertical/horizontal synchronous information unit disposed at two opposing borders in the 
matrix wherein optical characteristic of the neighboring units are different and the units 
at different borders constitute a pair of vertical/horizontal synchronous information units, 
and directing information unit having a characteristic shape and/or optical characteristic 
for identifying a scanning direction and having a relative positional relationship with the 
vertical/horizontal synchronous information units as set forth in the claims.
